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$30,000 Outdoor Rink? 


The Editor: 

In the Edmonton news- 
paper we read that the coun- 
cil has had ‘‘third’’ reading 
of constructing a $30,000 
outdoor skating rink, 

In the ‘‘St, Albert’’ news- 
paper nothing was mentioned 

Therefore St. Albert 
public opinion cannot be ex- 
pressed in early decisions 
in such matters or influence 
council to pass sensible by- 
laws expressed by the people 
of St, Albert, 

What a great building that 
“should be at that price!’ 

But why another outdoor 
rink? 

St. Albert does not need 
another outdoor rink with 
four rinks now each with 
two ice surfaces, 

What it needs to do with 
the government grant of 
$30,000 is to either/or -- 

1) Start the construction 
of another arena built with 
natural ice and with the idea 
of putting in artificial ice at 
a later date. 

2) Use some of the money 
to cover one of the existing 
rinks as a temporary arena 
as already games and prace- 
tices have been aborted be- 
cause of cold weather. 

3) Put a bigger ice plant 
in our present building to 
have schools in summer for 
hockey and skating. 

Many residents take less- 
ons elsewhere because our 
arena sits idle in summer, 

Those people who say 
‘no’* to another arena do 
not know the waiting list 
for figure skaters and power 
skaters and ice problems, 
they do not-know of the 
coaches problems when it 
comes to ice needs, they do 
not know of teams from the 
town who have to go outside 
to obtain ice time, they do 


not get up at 5 to be at 6 
o’clock games and practices 
they do not know of four 
teams using the ice at one 
time, 

But the money is going for 
another outdoor rink! 

When these problems have 
been solved then we can use 
our arena for Edmonton 
teams who wish to use our 
facilities, 

Our population, Iimagine, 
is now about 15 to 20,000

The first Christmas pre- 
sents were worthy of the 
newborn Christ Child, The 
Wise Men brought two aro- 
matic resins--frankincense 
and myrrh -- that were 


' prized as highly as gold. 


Long before, man had hon- 
ored his pagan gods with the 
fragrance of smouldering 
frankincense, Myrrh anoin- 
ted the dead, supposedly 
cured the sick, andcelebra- 
ted military victories, 

Ancient Babylonians ded- 
icated thousands of costly 
pounds of frankincense to 
their god Bel each year. 
Persian monarchs wore 
myrrh in_ their crowns, 
Egypt’s fabled Queen Hat- 
shepsut rubbed the resin on 
her body for fragrance, 
Sculptured incense ships 
still set sail on the walls 
of Queen Hatshepsut’s 
temple near Thebes, An in- 
scription describes, ‘‘The 
loading of the ships very 
heavily with marvels of the 
country of Punt all goodly 
fragrant woods of God’s 
fragrant woods of God’s 
Land, heaps of myrrh-resin, 
with fresh myrrhtrees, with 
ebony and pure ivory, with 
green gold of Emu... ” 

The two resins brought 
enormous wealth to Arabia, 
Countless camel caravans 
jangled along incense roads 
from the Hadramawt region 
on Arabia’s south coast to 

Mediterranean ports, 

The South Arabians jeal- 
ously guarded the source of 
their wealth with mystery 
and legend, Stores of frank-

The pleasing odor and bit- 
ter taste of the two resins 
may have been the qualities 
that inspired their use as a 
cure-all, 

The Roman naturalist 
Pliny listed frankincense as 
an antidote for melock pois- 
oning, Contemporary physi- 
cians sent medical bills 
soaring by prescribing 
myrrh == an expensive wone- 
der drug -- for everything 
from ulcers tolivertrouble, 

If the treatment failed, 
myrrh also was used as an 
embalment. The resin was 
mixed with oil and spices 
to prepare bodies for sacred 
burial,

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Order Before December 31 For 
Forage Foundation Seed 


Re-Issued by W. O. Klatt, 
District Agriculturist 

The Alberta department 
of agriculture’s forage crop 
specialist, urges farmers 
who want to buy their forage 
foundation seed through the 
department to be sure to get 
their orders in before Dec- 
ember 31, 

Larry Gareau explains 
that he must have the orders 
by that date if he is to get 
adequate seed stocks from 
the Canadian Forage Seed 
Project Committee. This 
committee controls the pro- 
duction and distribution of 
breeder and foundation seed 
of more than 30 publicly 


owned forage seed varieties, 

It will be allocating avail- 
able supplies of foundation 
seed to provincial govern- 
ments and to the seed trade 
early in January. As inpre- 
vious years, the field crops 
branch of the department’s 
plant industry division will 
be handling requests from 
farmers who want to grow 
this seed on a non-contract 
basis, 

According to Mr, Gareau 
foundation seed of some of 
the varieties are likely to 
be in short supply, One of 
these is Boreal Fescue.

Pipe Trap Recommended 
To Detect Infestation 


Re-issed by W. O, Klatt, 
District Agriculturist. 

A trap made out of a 
piece of pipe is one of the 
most practical things to use 
for checking grain for in- 
sect infestations. 

This pipe trap is based on 
the same principle as that 
used in a trap developed by 
S. R, Loschiavo and J, M. 
Atkinson of the Canada de- 
partment of agriculture’s 
research station in Winnie 
peg. Their trap proved exe 
tremely efficient in detect- 
ing insect infestations dur- 
ing farm granary tests, Cat- 
chee of rusty grain beetles, 
fungus beetles and mites 
ranged from zero to more 
than 9,000 beetles and in- 
numerable mites, depending 
upon the severity of the in- 
festation, temperature ofthe 
grain and the length of time 
the trap was left inthe grain, 


The trap used inthe above 
studies is not available com- 
mercially, but the pipe-trap 
is equally effective and very 
easy to make. It, like the 
trap on which it is based, 
is also a reliable indicator 
of heating in the bin, 

To make a pipe-trap, you 
take a piece of half-inch pipe 
and drill vertical rows of 
holes that are small enough 
to prevent the grain from 
entering the pipe, but large 
enough for the insects to 
enter (about 1/10’). Start 
drilling the holes six to eight 
inches from what is to be the 
bottom end of the pipe, and 
extend them anywhere from 
a minimum of two feet tothe 
full length of the pipe. The 
farther up the pipe they go, 
the more representative the 
sampling will be, Then puta 
cork, or some other type of 
plug, in the bottom of the

pipe and insert it in the 
grain, 

If there are any insects 
in the grain they will crawl 
through the holes into the 
pipe and drop to the bottom 
where there are no holes 
through which they can es- 
cape, You should check the 
trap about once a_ week, 

As a general guide, Mike 
Dolinski of the Alberta de- 
partment of agriculture’s 
crop and pest control branch 
suggests one trap for every 
1,000 bushels of grain, He 
recommends placing them in 
the centre of the bin and in 
areas where rain or snow 
may have entered the bin 
and dampened the grain, 
High dockage areas are also 
places where insect infesta- 
tions are likely to build up, 

The reason for putting the 
traps in the centre ofthe bin 
is that any insects that may 
be present will congregate 
here for warmth during the 
cold weather. As soon asthe 
walls of the bin warm up in 
the spring, the traps should 
be moved near the walls, 
especially the south wall, 

Mr, Dolinski urges any- 
body who finds insects in 
his grain to be sure to check 
their identity with his dis- 
trict agriculturist, The in- 

sects may be a specie that 
does not do enough damage 
to warrant fumigation,

Be In Vogue This Season 
With Plaids In Wardrobe 


THE HOMEMAKER 
By Pat Prymak, 
District Home Economist. 

Be in ‘‘Vogue’’ this sea- 
son by adding the newest of 
plaids to your wardrobe and 
get set for an adventure 
into the wonderful world of 
plaids, 

Plaids add a whole new 
dimension to any garment, 
They have their own built-in 
interest and excitement. 
They are more difficult to 
cut and a challenge to sew. 
However, the result is well 
worth the extra effort, 

In olden times a plaid was 
a long rectanguiar piece of 
cloth worn about the should- 
ers by Scottish Highlanders. 
The fabric was usually wov- 
en in a crossbarred pattern, 
Today plaid refers to any 
design of multiple stripes 
crossing at right angles. 
Plaids and tartans are the 
biggest trend in fall sports- 
wear, beginning last year 
with a return to the classic 
look and year moving on to 
new brushed surfaces and 
diagonal designs. From 
classic to newer pastel col- 
orings, plaids shape up in 
everything from the shirt 
jacket to tents, short jack- 
ets, skirts, jumpers and 


trousers, 

Basically there are three 
types of plaid designs - even, 
uneven and diagonal, Aneven 
plaid features a stripe arr- 
angement that is thesamein 
both the crosswise and leng- 
thwise grains, When the 
fabric is folded diagonally 
through the centre of any 
repeat, spaces and colors 
of the plaid match in both 
directions, 

In an uneven plaid the 
spaces and colors do not 
match in both directions, 
A diagonal plaid looks like 
it is printed or woven on 
the bias, All manufactured 
plaids consist of a repeat 
of a four sides areainwhich 
the pattern and color of the 
design are complete. 

A plaid looks sharpest 
when the stripes are mat- 
ched at the important seams, 
Choose your pattern care- 
fully. Select a pattern that 
shows a plaid on the envel- 
ope or pick a style with few 
pieces and seams, Check the 
envelope back to see if your 
pattern is suitable for plaids 
“Not suitable for plaids’’ 
means the fabric cannot be 
matched at the seams, 

Don’t forget you will need 


additional yardage to match 
the plaid in your garment, 
Consider the size of the 
plaid repeat, your pattern 
size and the number ofleng- 
ths of major pattern pieces 
required in the pattern lay- 
out, Generally you need 1/4 
to 1/2 yard of additional 
fabric for small plaids; 1/2 
to 1 yard for large plaids. 

A few tips on lay-out are: 

1, Hold the fabric to your 
figure in front of a mirror. 
You will want to place the 
dominant stripe of the plaid 


_in the most flattering way, 


2. Avoid placing a heavy 
stripe at the waistline or 
bustline, 

3, Vertically place a do- 
minant stripe on the centre 
front of your garment if 
possible. Also try to locate 
the dominant stripe horizon- 
tally at the hemline (unless 
the hemline is curved - then 
use a neutral stripe),

The Symbols Of Christmas Have Varied Origins

THE 
CHRISTMAS TREE 

There are several stories 
about the origin of the 
Christmas. tree, People in 
Scandinavia once worship- 
ped trees. Whenthey became 
Christians, they madeever- 
greens a partoftheir Chris- 
tian festivals, 

One legend tells how the 
first Christmas tree was 
shown in a ‘miracle’ to an 
English missionary named 
Winifrid (later called Boni- 
face), About 1,200 years ago, 
Winifrid travelled through 
northern Germany, One day 
he found a group of heathens 
under an oaktree near Geis- 
mer, They were preparing 
to sacrifice little Prince 
Asulf to the god Thor, Wini- 
frid stopped the sacrifice 
and cut down the ‘blood oak’, 
As the oak fell, a young fir 
tree appeared, Winifrid told 
the people that the fir was 
the ‘tree of life’ represent- 
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ing Christ, 

The custom of decorating 
homes and churches with 
evergreen branches began in 
ancient times, The Romans 
exchanged green tree bran- 
ches for good luck on the 
calends (first day) of Jan- 
uary, The English took this 
custom over for Christmas, 

The Germans were the 
first to use Christmas tree 
decorations, Martin Luther 
initiated the custom, Stars, 
angels, toys, brightly wrap- 
ped candies, tinsel and light- 
ed candles adorned the 
trees, Scandinavians origin- 
ally trimmed their trees 
with fish nets and little flags, 
Now, they also use apples, 
gilded nuts and Christmas 
cookies, 

In Canada, early decora- 
tions included strings of 


cranberries and popcorn as 
well as homemade orna- 
ments and candy canes, To- 
day, of course, brightly col- 
lights and 


ored electric 


uf 
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shiny, colored ornaments 
and balls are popular, As 
the concern for the conser- 
vation of our flora and fauna 
increases, the use of real 
evergreen trees is giving 
way to the use of artificial 
Christmas trees, 

STAR is used everywhere 
as a Christmas symbol, It 
represents the Star in the 
East mentioned in the Bible 
in Matthew 2: 1-2; ‘Behold 
there came wise men from 
the East to Jerusalem, Say- 
ing, Where is he that is 
born King of the Jews? for 
we have seen his star in the 
East, and are come to wore 
ship him,”’ 

LIGHTS at Christmas re- 
present Christ as the Light 
of the World, Martin Luther 
was perhaps the first man 
to use light on a Christmas 
tree, According toa popular 
story, Luther put lights on 
his tree to represent the 
glory and beauty ofthe stars 
above Bethlehem on the night 
of Christ’s birth, People in 
Ireland leave a candle burn- 
ing in the window to light the 
way for the Christ Child on 
Christmas Eve, In the Uni- 
ted States, many churches 
hold candlelight services on 
Christmas Eve, In The Neth- 
erlands, young men in gay 
costumes carry a star (act- 
ually a lantern containing 
many lighted candles) as 
they stroll through the 


- streets singing Gloria in 


Excelsis and Christmas 
carols, 

CHRISTMAS CARDS 

People did not exchange 
Christmas cards until fairly 
recent times, The first spe- 
cially designed Christmas 
card is believed to have been 
printed by a London company 
and placed on sale in 1843, 
Charles Goodall and Sons 
of London began printing 
and selling Christmas cards 
on a wide scale in 1862, 
Printed cards soon became 
as popular as the handwrite- 
ten personal notes _ that 
people had exchanged pre- 
viously, Louis Prand, a Bos- 
ton lithographer, began 
printing milticolored 
Christmas cards in 1865, 

ST, NICHOLAS served as 
bishop of Myra, in Asia 


Minor, in the A.D, 300’s, 
He was famous for his gen- 
erosity, and people came 
to believe that any surprise 
gift came from him, The 
people of The Netherlands 
chose St, Nicholas as the 
patron saint of children, and 
his fame gradually spread. 
People today know their 
Christmas spirits by many 
names, In France, he is 
Pere Noel; in Italy, La Be- 
fana; and in Switzerland, 
Christkindli, Whatever heis 
called, boys and girls 
throughout the world recog- 
nize him as the kindly sym- 
bol of Christmas, 

SANTA CLAUS is a dis- 
tinctly North-Amierican 
symbol, Many of the habits 
now connected with him 
actually come from earlier 
symbolic characters in Eur- 
ope, For example, the be- 
lief that Santa Claus enters 
the house through the chim- 
ney developed from an old 
Norse legend. The Norse 
believed that the goddess 
Hertha appeared in the fire- 
place and brought good luck 
to the home, The name Santa 
Claus also developed froma 
European source, Dutch 
settlers in New York called 
St. Nicholas Sinter Klaas. 
American children loved 
this kindly symbol They 
called him Santa Claus, The 
jolly, roly-poly Santa we 
know today became a legend 


in the United States, In 1823 
an American minister and 
poet, Clement C, Moore, 
first described Santa’s fur 
trimmed suit and his sleigh 
with reindeer in the poem 
“‘A Visit from St, Nicholas’’ 
later called ‘‘The Night Be- 
fore Christmas.’’ 

THE YULE LOG - The 
custom of burning the Juul 
came from the Norse and 
the Anglo-Saxons, They bur- 
ned a huge oak log once a 
year to honor Thor, the 
god of thunder, After the 
Norse became Christians, 
they made the yule log an 
important part of their 


Christmas ceremonies, The 
Scandinavians adopted the 
word yule to mean Christ- 
mas, In Lithuania, the word 
actually 


for Christmas

Less than 20 years ago, 
two telephone circuits, pro- 
vided by high-frequency ra- 
dio, were the only voice 
pathways from Canada to 
the United Kingdom, The 
total number of calls in a 
year was 7,000, 

Today, 500 overseas cir- 
cuits, provided by undersea 
cable and by satellites, ena- 
ble Canadians to enjoy fast 
and reliable telephone con- 
tact with almost any part of 
the world. By 1971, the total 
volume of calls between 
Canada and overseas coun- 

_ tries had rocketed to 1,350,- 
000, 

Popularity of ‘‘keeping in

rates have been gradually 
introduced to several coun- 
tries and these have helped 
to develop considerable 
overseas social calls,

to $99,000 in 1973, both be- 
cause of increases in num- 
bers of students and because 
of increases in tuition fee 
rates charged by other 
school boards, The division 
operates no high schools of 
its own, with students att- 
ending schools operated by 
six different school author- 
ities in Edmonton, St, Ale 
bert, Morinville and West- 
lock, The Sturgeon Board 
does not receive any school 
foundation program instruc- 
tional grants for students 
attending schools operated 
by other school boards, 
Financial difficulties re- 
suling from the loss of this 
grant revenue have been 
party responsible for cut- 
backs in services provided 
in the Sturgeon Division's 
own schools inthe past year, 
A recent survey of public 
opinion regarding the pro- 
posed high school revealed 
that more than four-fifths 
of the residents polled supp- 
orted return of high school 
services to the area. 

The request for approval 
to build a Junior High School 
at Gibbons had recently been 
denied by the School Builde 
ings Board on the grounds 
that sufficient vacant space 
existed at the Horse Hill 
and Namao Schools to meet 
growth in the Gibbons area 
in the foreseeable future.

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In commenting on the re- 
submission of the request 
for approval, Reg Austin, 
trustee for the Bon Accord 
Gibbons area, emphasized 
the overcrowding existing 
at the Gibbons School, where 
students are housed in four 
portable classrooms outside 
of the main building. Two 
new residential subdivisions 
are presently being planned 
at Gibbons, It was also noted 
that the recent opening of a 
mobile home park in the 
Horse Hill area is expected 
to fill all available space at 
Horse Hill and Namao 
Schools by 1975, 

A reply to the Board's 
requests is expected to be 
made by the Department of 
Education in early 1973,
